The Blessing of REGONGILIATION

1. PROBLEM: NATURAL MAN IS AT ENMITY WITH GOD 
(Isa. 59:1-2; Col. 1:21, 22; James 4:4; Rom. 5:10, 8:7). This 
enmity may be defined as a deep-rooted, deep-seated hatred 
and hostility towards God. Fallen Natural Man is not “neutral” in 
his native inclinations and basic spiritual orientation; rather, he 
has an innate and ingrained animosity towards God! In this, 
fallen men resemble their spiritual father (John 8:44), who is 
Satan (Gk. Satanas refers to the “Adversary’). As a result of this 
adversarial relationship, the wrath of God abides upon sinners 
(Rom. 5:9, Eph. 2:3). 


ll. SOLUTION: RECONCILIATION WITH GOD IN CHRIST 
(Rom. 5:10, 2 Cor. 5:18-20, Col. 1:21-22, Eph. 2:13). If man is to 
be saved, his relationship with God must be altered from one of 
hostility and antagonism unto one of concord & peace; i.e., men 
must be reconciled unto God. Such reconciliation (Gk., kata/asso) 
comes only through the Redemptive Work of Christ on the Cross 
(Rom. 5:10). Men, who have moved away from God into a state 
of estrangement, are graciously brought back into communion 
with God, who has moved manward and sovereignly initiated 
this reconciliation. Jesus is the Prince of Peace (Isa. 9:6, Luke 
2:13-14) who brings us both peace with God and peace with 
men (Eph. 2:13-16, Isa. 2:4, Gal. 3:28).
